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DETAILED ACTION 

Withdrawal of Suspension 

1 . The Suspension of July 14, 2004 is herein withdrawn in order to apply the 
following new ground of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 2 and 4 are newly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 2 is an improper dependent claim since 
the R 1 and R 2 definitions therein lack antecedent basis in amended claim 1. Claim 1 is 
now limited to R 1 and R 2 together with the pyrimidine ring forming a phenyl ring. Claim 
4 is also an improper dependent claim since the Ar definition therein includes rings 
which are no longer recited in amended claim 1 . Correction is requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3, 5-1 3, 24-34 and 65-86 remain allowed. 



Conclusion 

4. Upon allowance of all claims in the present application, interference with the 
corresponding quinazolines in the U.S. application (SN 09/152,785) corresponding to 
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EP 908,343, of record, will be necessary. Note that the compounds of present claims 
28 and 42 correspond to compounds on page 46, line 4 and page 46, line 2 from the 
bottom of the European patent. Note also, that applicants' copending application 
09/084,639 is in interference with the phthalazine subject matter of said application.
